CORBETT TELLS OF FIGHT 


FORMER CHAMPION REPoRTS BAT- 


‘Cominents on the Condition of the Men 


and Gives a Detailed Description 
ot the Contest by Rounds—Praise 
for the Gameness of Sharkey, Al- 
though the Tendency of the Sailor 
Towards Foul Tactics Is Criticised 
Fiercest Fight in History of Ring.

At the Ringside, Coney Island. N. ¥., Nov. 


| 3.—{Special.)—Here is Sharkey, the first in 


the ring, at 10 o'clock, sitting in the south- 
west corner, the corner that Tom 0 
says is the luckiest one in the ring. 

Now, here comes Jeff, not a minute be- 
hind him. Jeff looks good, too. He has only 
one fan in his corner. But that's plenty. 

Now, there they go to shake hands with 
each other, both smiling. I wish I could 
hear what they are saying to each other as 
they meet. They seem cordial. Why 
shouldn't they be? Their engagement is 
purely a professional one, just as friendly 
as the engagement of two lawyers who meet 
in court to fight for all they are worth. 
That is all these men are doing, fighting for 
a victory that means everything in the world 
for them. There is no malice about it. 

Did you ever see two such big men In the 
ring before? I don’t believe that in all the 
history of the ring two men of that size 


and of as great cleverness ever faced each 


other. You noticed as they walked to their 
corners that they are both as quick and 
easy in their movements as a couple of 
featherweights. 

This is a funny thing. They are giving 
each other the eye. That's a big part of the 
game, you know. Sharkey is grinning con- 
fidently and turning his gleaming blue eyes 
on the Californian like a pair of search- 
lights. The big Californian is meeting him 
glare for glare, but his dark brown eyes 
are not glittering any. He is a quiet man, 
this swarthy giant. From his corner he 
meets Sharkey’s gleaming look with a 
stare of sullen defiance. 

These men are fine types of the perfect 
fighter—Sharkey, the gay and smiling Irish- 
man, who enjoys punching better than eat- 
ing, and Jeffries, the sturdy, dogged Call- 
fornian, who would have to be beaten into 
insensibility before you could stop him. 

Now the fight begins! : 


Describes Fight by Rounds. 

First round—Here they come out of their 
corners, ready to fight the battle that 
means for the winner the greatest glory 
in the business and more money than he 
knows what to do with. What a differ- 
ence there is in their actions. Sharkey 
comes out of his chair and out of his grin 
at the same moment. He is full of business 
now and he has his hands up. Jeffries 
makes the first lead—just a little feeler to 
see if Sharkey is there. The Irishman 
grins, rushes at him, and makes a fierce 
right swing for the jaw, but it is wild. They 
clinch and the Irishman throws the black 
giant off just to show how strong and gay 
he feels. In comes the sailor again, and 
his right swing flies away around Jeffries’ 
head to break on the hollow of Jeffries’ el- 
bow. The sailor makes a left lead now— 
a swinging, vicious smash for the jaaw—but 
it only falls @n Jeffries’ shoulder. Jeffries, 
as he comes to a clinch, dashes his right 
on short ribs. They are going as fast as 
bantams. Now they are clinched again 
after the sallor has made a fierce rush, and 
once more he tries to show his contempt for 
the big fellow by pushing him off at the 
breakaway. O, there was a funny thing! 
Jeffries coached Sharkey to make a 
wild lead, stopped the lead, stepped 
away, and laughed at him. In comes 
Sailor Tom with a desperate left, 
but it falls once more on the shoulders. 
He pushes the heel of his left glove up 
against Jeffries’ chin in the clinch. This is 
not right. Now the bell rings and Tom 
sends in a blow on Jeff immediately after, 
That is not quite right. 


Sharkey Goes Down. 

Second round—The little Irishman is spar- 
ring like a bantam cock. He makes a fierce 
rush at Jeffries, misses. They clinch and 
Sharkey hangs on to Jeffries’ neck. The giant 
pushes him backward to the ropes, gives him 


a short right-handed jolt in the short riba 


and down goes Sharkey on his knees. He 
stays down fully eight seconds. He gets up 
with a rush and lunges so flercely that he 
falls on all fours. Now he sticks out his 
tongue to show that he does not care. They 
come together again and Jeff meets the 
saflor with a terrific right smash under 
the heart! Jeffries is laughing all 
the time. Sharkey griné with a mischievous 
grin. Jeffries has a great guard, but Tom 
does not mind it. He rushes in. misses two 
swings, leads with left and right, and in a 
clinch dashes his right fist in on Jeffries’ ribs. 
That was a terrific punch, enough to knock 
a hole ina stone! They are sparring at the 
end of the round, with the safior vicious. 
Third round—This is the fastest, hottest, 
heaviest fight I ever saw. Here is the Irish- 
man. looking for it again. He swings his left 
arm like an enormous flail. The blow goes 
over Jeffries’ shoulder and down on his back 
with a sound like the crash of a falling tree. 
It is harmless, but it shows what it would be 
if- it only landed in the right place, Look 
out, Irishman, Jeffries has met this lead of 
yours with a right jolt on the short ribs, and 
a left to the body as you come m! That is 
the right sort of thing that will weaken 
Sharkey if it happens to him often. Tom is 
hanging on hard in the-clinches. He rushes 
twice and misses on the second rush. Jeffries 
catches him with a right down swing on the 


jaw that staggers the Irishman. Twice Tom 


rushes in only to run up against Jeffries’ 
right. fist solid under his heart. They are 


| awful blows. You see the sailor's mouth 


come open. That means that the blows have 
shocked a lot of vitality outofhim. Sharkey 
has endured terrible punishment from this 


round. | 
Sharkey Rallies Well. 

Fourth round—Tom has rallied well, but 
he looks anxious. He runs in and clinches 
and hangs on to the Californian, as if he 
were overboard hanging on to a lifebuoy. 
He clinches hard and hangs on to Jeffries 
to rest himself. Twice he rushes in, only 
to meet Jeffries’ right fist on his ribs. Inthe 
second clinch, after grabbing Jeffries, Shar- 
key swings his right around on Jeffries’ 
back. In comes Tom to another clinch, and 
after settling himself close bangs his right 
in on Jeffries’ short ribs. Is not the Irish- 
man a game little fellow? That awful pun- 
ishment. on his body takes half the speed out 
of him. He is standing back waiting for a 
chance that does not come. He darts in 
again, clinches, and sends his right up, but 
it only grazes the back of Jeffries’ head. 
Tom rushes in and Jeffries tries to counter 
him with a left uppercut, but the Irish- 
man blocks with right and escapes un- 
hurt. Now the Californian rushes, but 
Sharkey sidesteps and gets under him. Tom 
rushes again and runs into a right upper- 
cut on his jaw. They clinch; the bell rings. 
Sharkey strikes a blow after the bell. He 
is a tired man, 

Now in Sharkey’s Favor. 

Fifth round—The sailor is still rushing an‘ 
clinching. He sends up his right three times, 
but it only fans the air back of igs head. 


Tom rushes again and Jeffrieg plugs his 
right in on the short ribs. A the sailor 
clinches, and as he goes. y pushes 
Jeffries’ chin with the heel of his glove. 
Jeffries goes away from it and is not harmed. 
The satflor is tired and now he has taken to 
wrestling. He dashes in time after time and 
hangs on to save himself. Once the Cali- 
fornia giant gets him over into his own cor- 
ner. Look out, that is a wild lead you made, 
leaving yourself wide open! Did I not tell 
you Jeff is careful? He will not rush in. He 
is waiting. Now Sharkey rallies! He has 
got his wind. Twice he dashes in with left 


,hooks, desperate, short, heavy swings on 


Jeffries’ neck. The blows stagger him! 
Jeffries looks tired. He is getting slow. 
This is the fiercest fighting I ever saw! Now 
it is Jeff who is clinching and resting! The 
bell rings once more. Sharkey strikes a 
blow after the gong. This is the third time 
this has happened and it ought to be stopped. 
This was Sharkey’s round at the end. 

Sixth round—Brady claimed a foul, but the 
referee did not allowit. He warned Sharkey. 
Tom comes out fresh and ng strong. 
all but his legs. They are s a little. 
Jeffries is rested up, too. He looks as good as 


ever. Sharkey’s rushing and the California 


giant. ducks away down under him so that 
Sharkey’s body goes up in the air and his 
feet leave the floor. Sharkey is still the 


man and 


tired. Jeffries rushes in ducking, and 
Sharkey misses a right swing that.would 
have knocked him over. Tom comes again, 
and Jeffries meets him with a short straight 
right on the ribs. Again the sallor comes, 
and Jeffries’ left on the abdomen stops him. 
Jeffries runs in with a left uppercut on the 
short ribs. 


Seventh round—All the seconds have 
worked hard over the men and they both 
look pretty good, although Sharkey seems 
the fresher. Blood is flowing from scratches 
on the right side of Jeffries” neck and there 
ls a big lump under Sharkey’s right eye. 
Jeffries is sure with his right jolt on the 
‘short ribs as Sharkey comes in. Tom leads 


twice with left «wings for the head but 


misses. He clinches. Jeffries draws back 
and smashes him on the body with right. 
It is a short punch but hard. Jeffries comes 
in and the clinch. This time Sharkey is 
holding on, hugging and resting. Sharkey 
runs in with a left swing on the short ribs. 


Jeffries’ runs into a right on the body that 


jars him and he rests on the sailor. As they 
back away Tom makes a left swing that 
just grazes the top of Jeffries’ head and 
makes him laugh. They are both tired now. 
Sharkey lands 4 regular Sullivan swing 
with his left arm, the forearm itself banging 
in on Jeffries’ neck. Three times the sailor 
rushes with left and right swings, landing 
one out of the three and making Jeffries so 
tired that he clinches and hangs on to rest 
Himself. Tom hes in again flercely.. 
The bell rings the Irishman winks and 
jaughs as he turgs to go to his corner. 


. Groan from the Champion. 

Eighth round—They are both still tired, 
but the sailor is the fresher. As he comes in 
Jeffries clinches and rests on him. He rushes 
again and Jeffries meets him with a right on 
the ribs. Sharkey rushes in again with a 
straight left on the chest that forces a groan 
out of Jeffries which can be heard ten feet 
outside the ring. Sharkey rushes again, but 
Jeffries meets him with a left on the stom- 
ach. Sharkey smashes ribs twice. Jeffries 
is tired. Sharkey does not wait a moment, 
but bores in again and again with his left 


on the body. At his third lead Jeffries ducks 


and does not attempt to counter. Tom 
rushes and fo Jeffries to the ropes. As 
they break away Jeffries misses a terrible 
right jolt for the sailor’s jaw. First one, 
then the othefleans on the other in clinches. 
Twice Sharkey runs into left counters that 
land on the pit of his stomach. He grunts. 
Jeffries clinches, seems tired, and rushes 
Sharkey across the ring and half way 
through the ropes. This is clearly Sharkey's 
round, 

Ninth round—Again Sharkey is the fresher 
the aggressor. Jeffries jumps 
away from his lead. Tom makes a heavy 
swing of left for head, and big as the giant 
is he ducks and lets it pass over him harm- 
lessly. Jeffries ducks under the next lead 
and Tom squeezes his neck under his arm. 
They are both tired again. Jeffries blocks 
his rushes. Jeffries clinches, and after they 
get set Sharkey jogs him once with his right 
on the shortribs and misses his second try. 
Tom keeps coming in close and only on his 
third rush does Jeff meet him with a left in 
the belly. Jeff is hugging now for a moment 
to rest, but the sailor breaks away, steps 
back, and jumps in with a Sullivan swing. 
The big man is tired. His mouth is open and 
he is puffing. The bell rings and Sharkey 


runs at Jeffries as the big man goes to his 


corner. 

Tenth round—Tom rushes again, but both 
are so tired that neither one can do much 
harm. Tom rushes once more and Jeffries 
meets him with a terrific left nter on the 
body. Then Jeffries clinches and pushes 
Sharkey half way across the ring, lies all 
over on the ropes, and does not let him up 
for two or three seconds. Sharkey looks 
puzzled and referee steps in. Tom keeps 
charging in like a gamecock, and Jeffries 
holds him twice, being apparently too tired 
to punch. At the next lead Jeffries sends a 
right counter for the ribs, but Sharkey 
blocks it. Now they are both hanging on to 
each other, each one trying to tire the other 
out with his weight. Sharkey will be che 
loser at this game. Sharkey rushes in, 
clinches, and at the same moment rushes 
into a terrific right jolt, which cuts open the 
flesh over the left eye and makes him bleed 
in a stream. The sight of the blood encour- 
ages Jeffries, ' 

Eleventh round—The sailor is the fresher 
and runs at Jeffries, who clinches and 
hangs on to him. After the break Jef- 
fries makes a slow lead that lands on the 
chest and drives the sallof back. Twice Jef- 
fries..lands shert right jolts on the ribs as 
Sharkey rushes in. But the giant is tired. 
He is holding on in the clinches. Sharkey 
rushes in with a left swing, landing his 
whole forearm on the body. He tries it 
again, but Jeffries’ arm is over the body and 
blocks the blow. Again Tom rushes, but 
Jeffries blocks his blow.and with the same 
movement of his right smashes Sharkey’s 
wounded eye, making it bleed afresh. Shar- 
key keeps at him without a moment’s rest. 
Jcftries is so tired that he has lost the abil- 
ity to hit straight. Jeffries clinches, rushes 
Sharkey into his own corner, and sends him 
into a half sitting position on the ropes with 
a right jolt on the body. Tom comes up 
weary, but still aggressive. 

Twelfth round—It is anybody's fight yet. 
Both men rally well. Sharkey sends a fierce 
swing for Jeff's head. but the giant ducks 
under. The next time Sharkey sends left 
for short ribs and lands. He tries third 
swing, but Jeff jumps back and escapes. 
Jeff clinches and Sharkey jabs his right in 
twice on the ribs. Tom rushes again, Jeff 
clinches, and Tom sends up a hard right on 
the jaw that staggers Jeff and makes him 
hug hard to save himself. Sharkey three 
times swings his left forearm like a club on 
Jeff's neck. The blows jar him to his heels. 
Jeff. suddenly wakes up, and three times 
rushes Sharkey and swings his right for the 
neck, landing onlyonce. Sharkey runs into 
a left swing that crashes on Jeff's neck. 
Thig time it is the California giant who 
laughs and winks at the sound of the bell. 

Jeffries Takes Offensive. 

Thirteenth round—O’ Rourke sends Shar- 
key out to try and finish the game at once.

Twice 
more Jeffries does the trick, and the crowd 
is roaring loudly. The sailor-clinches to 
save himself and both men cut loose a volley 
of wild swings for the body. The Irishman is 
weak, groggy, staggering. He rushes in 
once more. Jeffries plants a right uppercut 
on his jaw that drives Sharkey’s head far 
over.

“TRUST” TO GIVE CHICAGO A MAGs 
NIFICENT PLAYHOUSE. 


Al Hayman, Will J. bars, 
Frehmas, Harry J. Powers, and, 
Others Interested — Building te 
Stand on Old Armory Lot in Jacksom| 
Boulevard—Over a Millien e

The finest theater building ever erected in 
Chicago, and the rival of any other structure 
in the country devoted exclusively to the 
drama, is to be put up on the old armory lot 
in Jackson boulevard, between Wabash and 
Michigan avenues, before a year shall have 
passed. A lease for nimety-nine years was 
executed yesterday for the property by 
Charlotte Ludington and Mary L. Barnes im 
favor of a company composed of Al Hay- 
man and Will J. Davis, managers of the 
Cumbia: Charles Frohman, Klaw & 
Erlanger, and Harry J. Powers, manager of 
Powers’ Theater, by which they will de 
given possession of the lot on Dec. 1. 

The Columbia will pass into the of 
Kohl & Castle, the vaudeville circuit man- 
agers. They announce that it will de con- 
ducted as a first-class theaterr | 

The erection of the theater will begin then 
with the tearing down of the old stone struc- 
ture which for so years was the head- 
quarters of the First Regiment. Plane for 
the building already are in preparation by 
the architects, Wüson & Marshall, and it 
was announced last night by the Chicago 
members of the company that the theater 


would be completed and ready for its opening - 


night on Oct. 1, 1000, barring unforeseen 
difficulties. 
Over $1,000,000 Is Involved. - 
The terms of the lease involve a payment 
of considerably more than $1,000,000, Mr, 
Davis declining to state the exact amount. 
The company, which is in control of ten of 
the best theaters in the country already. 
proposes to expend at the lowest figure 
$150,000 in the construction of the edifice. 


No limit will be placed on the cost, how-") 


ever, the intention being to make it a struc- 
ture absolutely fireproof and combining the 


best features of such model theaters as the | 


Empire, the Knickerbocker, and Days ot 


New Tork. 


“We have all the money we want,” said | 


Mr. Hayman last night, “ and we are going | 


to spend all that is necessary to give Chicago 
a theater of which the people will be proud 


and which will stand comparison with any | 


theater in the United States. It will be the 
only theater building in the country, with 


the possible exception of the Empire of New | 


York, devoted entirely to theatrical pur- 
poses, and it will embody all the best feat- 
ures to be found in this country and abroad.” 

The lot secured by the company offers un- 
usual advantages for the construction of a 
theater and the display of architectural 
ability. It has a frontage of seventy-two 
feet in Jackson boulevard and a depth of 
152 feet. There is an eighteen-foot alley on 
the east, an area of forty feet on the south, 
and ten feet space on the west, with an 
easement of eight feet on the west and south 
sides in addition. It will thus be within the 


power of the architects to design a building 


entirely separate from other sturetures. 
Plans for the Structure. 

While the plans for the building have not 
been completed, it is settled that the exterior 
will be designed after the French renais- 
sance. The front will be sixty-five feet in 
height, with an imposing entrance, over 
which from necessity a few rooms will have 
to be placed. for the use of the theater com- 
pany. The interior will be treated in the 
Louis XIV. style of decoration, and the 
stage will be larger than the stage of the 
Columbia. he seating capacity will be about

“trust until he assumed the management 
of the old Hooley Theater. His connection 
with the new theater will not, however, 
alter or affect the management of his thea~ 


ter. 


The lease of Hayman & Davis on the Co- 
lumbia does not expire until Aug. 31, 1900, 
and they will retain its management up to 
that date. It has been ten years since they 
assumed control of the Columbia, first 
taking possession under a five-year lease 
with the expectation of erecting a theater 
for themselves at the end of that time. The 
business depression of 1894 made it neces- 
sary for them to change their plans, and 
they renewed their iease for five years more.

Bvidence grows that Colonel Carleton's 
battalions fell into an ambuscade and were 
entrapped from the moment that the mules 
stampeded.

General Joubert with an explosive filling 
for his shells coming within the rules of 
belligerent nations. There is happily no 
proof that dumdum bullets have been used 
by either side, and, if there have deen 
charges against the Boers of outrages in 
firing upon buildings employed as hospi- 
tals, the conduct of the war has been on 


the whole humane and civilized. Tho Hague 


congress has not averted hostilities by medi- 
ation or arbitration, since President Kruger 
brought it on abruptly by his ultimatum, 
but the effect of the discussion for render- 
ing warfare more humane has been well 
marked, terrible as the losses have been 
from the stubborn and unflinching fighting 
on both sides. ; 

While the suspense caused by the inter- 
ruption of communication is oppressive, it 
ts borne by Englishmen with fortitude and 
even cheerfulness. They have been greatly 
encouraged by the news that the blue jack- 
ets are at Ladysmith with guns which off- 
set the advantage derived by the Boers 
from artillery of longer range than any 
guns previously at General White’s com- 
mand. They believe that the British garri-

He says it came by way of Holland, couched 
in commercial terms, which read like a 
simple business message.

GOVERNOR THE STATWS MILI- 
TIA FORCE SHOULD BE SMALLER. . 


He Believes IMinois Needs Only One 
Regiment of Infantry and One Bat- 
tery of Artillery if Civil Authorities 

De Their Duty—Sherif@f Gray Notifies 
Him That the Situation at Carter- 


Outbreak May Be Expected. 


Governor Tanner talked yesterday is op- 
position to maintaining a large force of 
national guardsmen and: declared that there 
was no need of more than one regiment of 
infantry and one battery of artillery in 
Ilinois if civil officers did their duty. 

The Governor and Mrs, Tanner arrived in 
Chicago yesterday 
to Springfield tonight. He was at the Great 
Northern Hotel, where he talked freely in 
reference to the national guard, but declined 
to talk on politics, saying his visit was on 
personal business. 

He received letters yesterday from Samuel 
Brush. manager of the St. Louis and Big 
Muddy Coal company at Carterville, and 
Joab Gray, Sheriff of Williamson County. 
both 8 to the recent withdrawal ot 
troops from Carterville. Mr. 
closed a clipping from a St. Louis newspaper 
saying the troops had been withdrawn on ac- 
count of the importation of twenty-five 
miners from Tennessee by Mr. Brush and 
that the Governor's — * was intended asa 
rebuke. Mr. Brush sai d no miners had been 


Sherif? Expects Outbreak. 

Sheriff Gray, in his letter, said he had not 
been consulted in regard to the withdrawal 
of troops, and advised the Governor that 
the situation at Carterville was critical, and 
that another outbreak might be expected. 

Governor Tanner wired a deniai to Mr. 
Brush, and wired the Sheriff the troops had 
been withdrawn on the report of Assistant 
Adjutant General Smith. The Governor 
said he had formed an opinion that the 
Sheriff could maintain order with no other 
force of soldiers than the twenty guarding 
the jail, who would be needed until the re- 


' moval of the prisoners to Johnson County. 


These letters caused the Governor's dec- 
laration against maintaining a large f 
of citizen soldiers. 

“Tf the nation is at war with a fo 
power,“ he said, and there are not s 
cient volunteers a draft is ordered and every 
able-bodied man between the ages of 18 and 
40 years is Hable for service. If any of these 
men so drafted do not repert for duty they 
are liable to punishment as deserters. In a 
like manner every citizen of Illinois is liable 
to be called on to enforce law or suppress 
riots as a posse comitatus, and if he fails to 
respond the Sheriff can report his name to 
the County Judge and he can be punished. 


Small Force Needed. 


“If the Sheriffs and the courts do their 
duty there is no need for aational guard- 
men, except in great emergencies, and one 
regiment, with a battery and an arsenal 
from which to obtain arms and ammunition, 
would be sufficient. In my opinion, the 
Sheriffs, the courts, and the citigens of the 
State should study this question, and be 
alive to the necessities of the situation, to 
the end that each citizen assume the full 
share of his responsibility to the well- 
being of society and his country. And un- 
less a sentiment is created along these 
lines in Illinois, in which the largest bi- 
tuminous coal fields in the world are lo- 
cated, with, perhaps, the greatest conglom- 
eration of nationalities of any State 
in the union, conditions will demand an in- 
crease of our National Guard, which is 
always unpopular in a republic.“

Mr. Foster goes into the history of th 
old negotiations between Russia and Great 
Britain and shows: that the British only 
sought to prevent the extension of the Rus- 
sian claims eastward to the Rocky Mount- 
ains, and that the British government was 
prepared to accept a boundary line 100 miles 
from the coast of the main land. Great 
Britain succeeded in reducing the strip to a 
width of ten marine leagues. Russia per- 
mitted a ten-year license to fish and hunt 
in the estuaries, but declined to make the 
license perpetual. ; 

That license was terminated at the end of | 
ten years and is, Mr. Foster says, of itself 
inconsistent with any. interpretation of the 
treaty other than the complete sovereignty 
of Russia over not only the strip of maim 
land, but also all the bays and inlets. . 

Proof of America’s Claim. 
a further bit of evidence of the agree- 
-ment on the treaty, Mr. Foster shows that 
in 1889 the Hudson Bay company leased 
from Russia the strip in question, deter- 
mined by the Russian maps at present, and 
in 1877 a parliamentary committee examin- 
ing the head of the company, brought out 
the fact that the Russian sovereignty ex- 
tended thirty nautical miles inland, follow- 
ing the sinuosities of the coast and incl 
all inlets, bays, estuaries, and rivers. Final- 
ly, in 1878, a provisionel boundary was es- 
tablished by Great Britain and the United 
States, at the crossing of the Stikine River, 
which follows the present American con- 
tention, and in 1876, a criminal being tried 
and convicted was released by Canadian | 
courts because his offense was committed 
in American territory, but in the strip Cana- 
da now claims. In conclusion, Mr. Foster 
quotes the British Secretary, Canning, in 
his instructions to the Duke of Wellington 
when he says: 
Enlightened statesmen and jurists have 
long held as insignificant all titles of terri- 
tory that are not founded on actual occupa- 
tion, and that title is, in the opinion of the 
most esteemed writers on public laws, to be 
established by practical use.“ 


Foster’s Summing Up. 

With this as a basis Mr. Foster makes the 
following remarkably, strong presentation 
of the American posi en the boundary 
question: 

There is no claim or pretense that the 
British authorities or subjects evgr occu- 
pied any of the territory now in dispute ex- 
cept under the lease cited, or ever exercised 
or attempted to exercise any acts of sov- 
ereignty over the strip of waters inclosed 
by it. On the other hand, let us examine 
the acts of occupation and sovereignty ex- 
ercised by Russia and the United States.

Why America Does Not Arbitrate. 

„The American commissioners, not being 
prepared to accept this proposition, the 
alternative was submit by the British 
commissioners of an arbitration of the whole 
territory in dispute, in conformity with the 
terms of the Venezuelan arbitration and 
in response to an inquiry from their Amer- 
ican colleagues whether the selection of an 
umptre from the American continent would 
be considered, the British commissioners 
replied that they would regard such a seleo- 
tion as most objectionable. : 

“The American commissioners, declined 
the British ‘plan of abbitration and stated 
that there was no analogy’ between the

“The high rates for money on call that 
ruled during the week were attributed main- 
‘Jy, according to experts. to the low technical 
reserve situation of the banks, coincidental 

with the considerable provision necessary 
for the Nov. 1 interest and dividend dis- 
bursements. 

“Tt is also believed that last Saturday's 
‘bank statement indicated a more favorable

THE PLIGHT OF LADYSMITH. 

Since 2:30 o'clock on Thursday afternoon 
General White’s forces at Ladysmith have 
been cut off from communication with the 
outside world. The silence tells its own 
story. At the time when the wires were cut 
the British stronghold was under a con- 
tinuous fire from the Boers’ long-distance 
batteries. Colenso, a score of miles to the 
south of Ladysmith, is reported to be in 
the hands of the Boers, and the cutting of 
telegraph communications apparently con- 
firms the report. The surprising thing is 
that Genera! Joubert did not cut the wires 
sooner. A handful of men could have done 
this with safety at any time sinee Monday, 
but the Boer commander seems to have 
preferred to wait until he could do it with 
a force large enough to cut the railw 
communications at the same time. : 

The investment of Ladysmith is now 
complete, and the matter resolves itself into 


a question of whether or not General White 


can stand a siege of two weeks or more. 
There seems to be no reason why he should 
not do so, provided he has plenty of ammu- 
nition and provisions. The city is on a river 


and cannot be deprived of water. It is 
| strongly fortified, and the men there are 


trained fighters and in good physical condi- 
tion. Nven though they are outnumbered 


more than two to one by the Boers, they 


should be able to hold the city, Brave and 
aggressive as the Boers are, they are not 
likely to attempt to capture an intrenched 
army of such strength in a hand-to-hand 
battle. Where the total number of sol- 
diers is as strictly limited as in the case of 
the Boers it would be rash to sacrifice as 
many thousands as would be certain to fall 
in an attempt to storm the trenches and 
fortifications of Ladysmith. 


But it is futile to predict what may or 


may not happen behind the ominous veil of 
silence that has closed over General White 
and his little army. The mere fact that the 
city will be under continuous artillery fire 
is significant. Relief will have to come 
from General Buller’s force, most of which 
are still at sea, and which cannot reach the 
scene of action in much less than two 
weeks at best. How much longer it may 


take will depend upon the nature of the 


Boer resistance encountered on the way. 
If the railway is cut far to the south, as it 
is likely to be, the delay will be still greater. 
Whether General Buller goes straight to the 
‘beleaguered town or attempts its relief by 
means of a counter attack at some other 
point, the result will be equally subject to 
delay. The only thing that is certain is the 
unenviable nature of the present British 
predicament. . |

WARREN SPRINGER LOSES SUIT. 


Judge Dunne Gives Damages for $35,- | 


(000 Against Him and W. K. Tinsler 
— Says Latter Is Former’s Mask. 


Judge Dunne, in giving a decision yester- 
day in the sult of Robert Wells & Co., con- 
tractors, and others against W. H. Tinsler 
and Warren Springer in connection with the 
erection. of a factory building at Polk and 
Desplaines street, expressed the belief that 
Mr. Springer was behind the transactions 
amd denounced A. 8. Leib, a broker who 
testified for the defense. Damages amount- 
ing to $356,000 or $40,000 were awarded 
plaintiffs. 

The suit was brought under the Coleman 
mechanics’ lien act to recover prospective 
profits, the work on the building having 
been stopped on account of difficulties over 
the securities offered the contractors. Bvi- 
dence was presented before a master in 
chancery and this was reviewed by Judge 
Dunne on Thursdey. J. A. Coleman, author 
of the mechanics’ lien act, appeared for the 
contractors and Warren Springer was rep- 
resented by Attorney W. M. Gemmill. 

Mr. Springer testified it would cost $85,000 
to complete the building, but the contractors 
placed the cost at $46,000. | 

In giving his decision Judge Dunne said: 

“Tinsler approached Leib with this mis- 
leading, lying statement of the cost of the 
building and applied for a loan of $100,000. 
In five days, without examination of plans 
or verification of the abstract by Leib, Tins- 


ter was told the money was ready for him. 


The arrangement made by Springer was that 
he should pay some $10,000 when the build- 
ing should be under roof. In other words, 
the plan was to get a $40,000 building with 
an expenditure of $10,000. All things in- 
dicate to the court that it was a device of 
Springer’s to get a building erected for small 
expense.

Annual Event at Institution for Friend- 
less Women and Children to Be 


The Chicago Home for the Friendiless, 
Vincennes avenue and Fifty-first street, will 
hold ite annual reception at the home from 
2 o'clock until 9 o'clock this evening. Presi- 
dent A. C. Bartlett and the Board of Man- 
agers invite the friends and patrons of the 
Institution to attend. 

The first Chicago home was opened on 
Sept. 4, 1858, om the West Side, with three 
inmates, one of whom had à four weeks’ 
old baby. Since then the home’s work has 
grown to enormous proportions, the last 
annual report showing that 1,619 women 
and children had been sheltered. The aim 
of the managers of the home is that no 
woman or child, without regard to national- 


| ity, color, or creed, shall be turned away 


unaided, and permanent residences have 
been found for many children and hundreds 
of women have been assisted toward seif- 
support.

DE NEWS OF THEATERS

There is not the slightest prospect of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph giving his consent to 


Archduke Francis Ferdinand, and Countess 
Chotek, sister of the young nobleman whoa 
few years ago was horsewhipped by the wid- 
owed Crown Princess Stephanie in the 
Prater at Vienna. For such a marriage as 
this would merely serve to render more 
acute the difficulties with regard to the 
succession of the throne, difficulties which 
threaten, as it is, td bring about a dynastic 
separation of Austria from Hungary. 

The fact of the matter is that whereas the 
morganatic marriage system is recognized 
in Austria, it is not accepted in Hungary. 


| That is to say, in the Magyar Kingdom, 


providing a marriage is valid from an ecclie- 
slastical point of view, the wife is entitled 
to all the rights, the privileges, and the 


name of the husband, while the children, 


no matter how plebelan the birth ef the 
mother nor how great her former difference 
of rank with that of her husband, are en- 
titled to all the paternal honors, estates, 
and titles. . 

In Austria, on the contrary, the Archduke 
ts debarred by the family statutes of his 
house, and by the lews ef the land, from 
wedding the Countess otherwise than mor- 
ganatically. That is to say, he could only 
marry her with the left hand, and she, as 
well as any cHildren born to the unton 
would be barred from any participation in 
his titles, honors, dignities, er property. 


From this it will be seen that if Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand weds Countess Chotek, 
and succeeds the aged and sadly broken 
Emperor on the throne of the dual empire, 
his wife would remain Countess Chotek and 
his mere morganatic partner in Austria, 
while in Hungary she would be by virtue 
of her marriage entitled to the status and 
dignity of a full-fledged Queen of Hungary. 
In Austria her children would be barred 
from the succession to the throne, whereas 
in the Magyar Kingdom they would be not 
merely Princes and Princesses of the blood, 
but Hkewise legitimate heirs to the throne. 
Now, the succession of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand to thecrowns of Austria and Hun- 
gary is already the subject of much contro- 
-versy and difficulty which have given no 
end of concern to the Emperor. For, here- 
the Salic law barring the succession of 
‘females to the threne exists in Austria, it 
does not prevail in Hungary, where women 
have just the same rights of succession to 
the crown as the men. 5 


According to this the next heir to the 
Magyar throne would be not Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, the eldest son ef the 
Emperor’s second brother, Charles Louis 
(now dead), but little Archduchess Elisa 
beth, the 17-year-old hter and only 
child of the ill-fated Prince Rudolph, 
who met with his death at Meyerling near 
ten years ago. She cannot, however, suc- 
ceed te the Austrian throne in consequence 
of the Salic law in force at Vienna, where 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand is the next 
male heir of his uncle, the Emperor.

Chicago Orchestra Concert. | 

Interest in the program for this week’s 
concerts by the Chicago Orchestra centers 
naturally in the novelties brought forward— 
namely: Tschaikowsky’s Fourth Symphony 
and the everture to Siegfried Wagner's 
comic opera, Der Birenhiuter.” Of these 
the first named is an imposing composition, 
embracing the customary four movements, 
rich in poetic beauties and the ingenuous 
scoring of which Tschaikowsky was 80 
great a master. The first movement is in- 
ecribed in movemento di valse by the 
composer, but, while it falls, perhaps, within 
the Unes of an idealized waltz in point of 
rhythm, the waltz spirit is quite obscured by 
the intense and intricate thematic develop- 
ment in which the composer has indylged. 
The movement is, as a matter of fact, in the 
regular form of an opening symphony move- 
ment and should be so re ed, with no 
especial thought of the waltz-like features. 
which it may possess. The slow movement 
is a quaint composition in the form of a 
canzona. It is developed from three themes 
and whilé not particularly striking is pro- 
ductive’ of an agreeable contrast to the 
movements which proceed and follow it. 

The gem of the whole work, however, is, 
the scher so, 4 unique and scintillating 
staccato movement. The opening and clos- 
ing portions of this movement, before and 
after the trio, are scored principally for the 
strings, which are played pizzicato through- 
out, the bow being not once used. The effect 
is strikingly novel and delightfully piquant: 
The finale is a sumptuous movement in the 
form of a rondo, wherein Tschaikowsky’'s 
impetuosity and love of barbaric splendor 
come’ vividly to notice. The symphony was 
well played, the scherzo being given with 
especial finish. 

Siegfried Wagner's Der Bärenhäuter 
overture is a composition which calls for 
little comment. It is possible that further 
acquaintance with this work might reveal 
features of interest which did not make 
themselves apparent at a first hearing, but 
the impression derived from ite initial per- 
formance was by no means deep. The scor- 
ing is fluent and generally effective, but the 
melodic material is weak and the composi- 
tion as a whole is devoid of any deep in- 
terest. Considerable anticipation had been 
aroused by numerous foreign comments con- 
cerning this work, but the expectations thus 
awakened are, unhappily, not fulfilled.
